You can 
count a Chapter as a multiplier only once, regardless of how many bands you work, 


If you do not belong to a QCWA Chapter, PLEASE use ‘AL’ (at large) as your Chapter identification. ONLY one 
(1) 'AL' contact may be counted as a multiplier (in other words, 'AL' is counted as a Chapter worked. 


SCORING: TOTAL NUMBER OF CONTACTS TIMES TOTAL NUMBER OF MULTIPLIERS EQUALS YOUR FINAL SCORE. Remember, each Chapter 
can only be counted ONCE and ONLY one ‘AL’ contact can be counted as a multiplier.

SUMMARY OF BOARD MINUTES 


HARTFORD, CT, SEPT. 21 - 22, 1984 


The Old Board met at 9:00AM, at the Howard Johnson Con- 
ference center. Election results were announced and newly 
elected Board members were welcomed by President Meyer. It 
was requested that the Secretary write a letter of thanks 
to El Paso Chapter who acted as tellers for the election. 


President Meyer explained the demise of the Carolinas Chap- 
ter and announced that money collected and in residue from 
that operation would be donated to the QCWA Memorial Fund. 
A check in the amount of $173.80 was tendered on behalf of 
Palmetto, Piedmont, Coastal Carolinas and Blue Ridge Chap- 
ters of QCWA. 


There being no further business the meeting of the "Old 
Board" adjourned 


The New Board of Directors was called to order with all 
members present at approximately 10:00 AM. President Meyer 
introduced the need for appointing a new member to replace 
Ron Hesler, VEISH, who had resigned his position. Follow- 
ing extensive discussion, a motion was made to elect Arthur 
Kay, WSAPX, who was runner-up in the recent election, to 
serve the remainder of Mr. Hesler's term. 


The Board noted that the QCWA Memorial Scholarship Fund 
had awarded three $500 scholarships in 1984. For 1985 the 
Awards will total six $600 scholarships and one $500. 


Charters issued since the April, 1984 Board meeting were 


approved: #150 - Del-Mar-VA, chartered 5-1-84 
#151 - Wild Rose, chartered 5-18-84 


The Board took action to accept the proposal of the 
Chapters in the Carolinas to sponsor the 1985 National QCWA 
Convention, to be held at Charlotte, NC. 


The Board took note of the volatile activities of the FCC 
with respect to Amateur regulation. After discussion it 
was decided that QCWA order a subscription to FCC public 
notices, to be sent to Ethel Smith, who will screen them & 
advise Board Members of items considered important to QCWA 
and Amateur Radio. It was also decided to provide subscrip- 
tions to all Officers § Directors to the ARRL LETTER. 


As presently constituted, the VE program requires Extra 
Class licensees to administer all except novice § techician 
license examinations. One solution to the problem is to 
lower the code speed to 10 wpm for the General class li- 
cense. The Board directed President Meyer to prepare a 
filing which would recommend adoption of the lower code 
speed requirement. 


QCWA Activities manager, Onie Woodward, described a new 
QCWA QSO PARTY which is being considered for the fall of 
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19 It will be an tational Party, featuring contacts 
between QCWA members and non-QCWA members. 


A new Chapter Handbook, prepared by Wade Holland, WaAZT, 
was presented to the Board. It was proposed that the book 
be prepared for distribution to Chapters as soon as poss- 
ible. It will be made in a manner that sheets may be re- 
moved and/or replaced. 


A Convention Guidelines Booklet, prepared by Lew McCoy, 
W1ICP, was presented to the Board. The booklet was adopted 
and will be prepared for distribution as needed. Director 
McCoy was appointed to work with the Carolina group for the 
1985 Convention. 


Director Harry Dannals, W2HD, presented a check in the 
amount of $150 to the QCWA Memorial Scholarship Fund on be- 
half of the Long Island QCWA Chapter. 


Director Kanode was named Chairman of the Nominations 
Guidelines Committee. 


Director Dannals reported that the FCC is still resisting 
assignment of special calls to old-timers. He is still 
working on a proposal for the FCC. 


Vice President Smith reported on Long Range Planning. A 
motion was made and passed to create a Building Fund to be 
invested in an interest bearing account. $100 was voted 
to initialize the program, from the QCWA General Fund. A 
number of donations have been received

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Wireless Between the Wars -XIl 


When we left the Electrical and Wireless School at Flower- 
down on a snowy 1927 December day, four of us were posted to 
No. 10 (Bomber) Squadron, RAF, at Upper Heyford, in Oxford- 
shire. Arriving at the tiny, almost deserted railway sta-~ 
tion which served several villages in that area, we were 
met by a rather disgruntled Corporal in what is nowadays 
called a pick-up truck, and he told us that neither the 
Station or the Squadron yet existed, and why didn't we b--- 
off on leave? As there were no further trains that day, we 
enquired further, and it appeared that the Station (later, 
a large USAF Base) was due to open on January 1, 1928, and 
the Squadron to form at some future, indefinite date. He 
rather reluctantly drove us to the brand-new Station, where 
we were given (to our delight) huge meals, clean beds in a 
never-before-used barrack block, and passes to proceed on 3 
weeks Christmas leave the next day. 


Returning in Janaury (all four of us on new motor cycles 
as it happened), we found the station open, but apparently 
needing a great deal of sweeping, scrubbing and painting - 
work which we rapidly learned to dodge. In fact, we learn- 
ed a gread deal in the 3-4 months before our aeroplanes 
finally arrived. Our Flight of some 50-60 people consisted 
(in the words of our Australian Flight Commander) of ''20 
young boys and 40 old b------ds'': the 20 were us, and kids 
from other technical training schools, and the 40 were 
"Old Sweats'' left over from WW-1, and most recently return- 
ed from many years spent in India and other places "East of 
Suez''. They generally spoke in a strange language, consist- 
Ing of phrases from Indian and Arabic dialects, strung to- 
gether by English obscenities. We later found that they 
were in fact, very sensible and highly skilled airmen, 
totally loyal to their comrades and to their Service. The 
fitters amongst them could tell the coolant temperature of 
an engine by listening to it for a few seconds, and the 
riggers could tell whether an airplane was fit to fly by 
simply glancing at it. 


Eventually the great day arrived, and 5 of us (2 pilots, 
an engine fitter, a carpenter-rigger and me) set off to 
fetch our first brand-new "'Hyderabad'' bomber from the 
Handley-Page factory at Cricklewood, near London. Really, 
only the pilots were needed, because the aircraft was bare 
of any armament or other equipment; but perhaps we were 
useful in starting the two 500 HP Napier engines (by hand 
crank in those days). Other aircraft arrived day by day, 
and we busied ourselves fitting radios, generators, bomb- 
signts, etc. The ''wireless'' installation was the tnen- 
standard ''T21/TF" outfit, a simple 30-watt LF/MF CW oscil- 
lator using two parallel bright emitter tubes, and the 
O-V-2 receiver was of WW-I vintage, called the ''TF'! because 
it was originally designed by Telefunken for use in the 
German Zepplin airships. The antenna system consisted of 
several hundred feet of copper wire wound on a reel, and 
extended in flight by menas of a lead weight attached to 
its end. The generator was mounted on a arm which could be 
swung out into the slipstream and, fitted with a suitable 
windmill, it developed 1000-1200 volts to the transmitter. 
This outfit could be quite efficient, but one needed: 


1) A really skilled operator 

2) Avery long antenna to give something near 1/4 wave 
resonance 

3) A “hot"' generator which gave extra voltage, achieved 
by welding on a longer arm and/or by carving a wood- 
en windmill with greater-than-normal pitch. 


These things we rapidly found by experience, since there 
was no on to tell us "Don't do it'', and we were very proud 
of our sometimes-achieved 1000-mile range on CW. | remem- 
ber that the callsign of my aircraft was "'B6x'', and more 
than 8 years later, | returned from a six-year overseas 
tour to the same squadron, which by then had somewhat more 
modern aircraft (the Handley-Page "Heyford"'), but one of 
them still had the same radio, with "B6X" stencilled on it. 
This was soon changed for more modern equipment, but we, by 
then "old sweats" ourselves, didn't think it worked so well 
as the old "'T21/TF! outfit. 


In between times, we took turns in helping to man the 
‘Main Wireless Station" in our Station Headquarters, which 
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by Keith Street, G3DKS 


also served as the ground link when we were airborne. This 
station employed huge receivers, each about the size and 
shape of a normal coffin, and a distant transmitting sta- 
tion operated by remote control over buried cables. In 
those days, all traffic between stations with Higher Author- 
ity was handled by hand speed morse, and the operators be- 
came highly skilled. 1 recall that our callsign was ''Z9L" 
and the major Control Station was the Air Ministry with the 
call "GF; Signals discipline was very strict, and one 
dare not send one dot out of place, otherwise the NCS came 
back with the dreaded code signal "X252", which translated 
to “indicate immediately the number, rank and name of the 
Operator on the watch. A report and dire punishment usu- 
ally followed within 24 hours. 


Whilst we were waiting for our aircraft, our Squadron 
Commander, realising he would need more aircrew (in addi- 
tion to 2 pilots and the W/T operator, each Hyderabad had 
3 gun positions and a bomb-aimer slot, sent the four of us 
for training to the then Armament and Gunnery School at a 
place called Eastchurch on the Isle of Sheppey, near the 
mouth of the Thames. Eastchurch has since become one of HM 
Prisons for hardened criminals, having spent some time 
there, | can readily see why. 


After some weeks of classroom study and a little ground 
firing, we came to the official ''passing out" examination. 
This consisted of a flight in a WW-! Bristol Fighter, os- 
tensibly to see if one could hit anything with the 900- 
rounds-a-minute Lewis gun in its rear cockpit. First, how~ 
ever, having assured himself that one was safely strapped 
in, the pilot, on the way to the target area, performed 
about 30 minutes of loops, rolls and spins. Evidently this 
was to see if we could still fir a gun after such an ex- 
perience, because one unfortunate who became airsick during 
these aerobatics was returned to Base and thrown off the 
course with his weapon unused. Arrived at the target area, 
we emptied one drum of some 100 rounds into a ground target 
and then fitted two more drums in succession for air-to-air 
firing at a 8' x 20' cloth target towed alongside us at 
about 200 yards range by another aircraft. After landing, 
the holes in this target were counted, and there had to be 
50 of them if one was to be formally appointed an Air-Gunner 
and wear the coveted ''Flying Bullet'' on one's sleeve. The 
important thing was that we were now officially labelled 
“aircrew and our pay increased by about 30%. Flying and 
operating the "wireless'' apparently did not count. 


The next adventure which befell us was later in the year, 
when the "Pull-off Vimy'' paid us a visit. The Vickers Vimy 
was a WW-I bomber, one of which was the first aircraft to 
cross the Atlantic non-stop, in 1919. The one we saw was 
the parachute training aircraft, and had been fitted with 
small platforms on each rear outer wing strut, the purpose 
of which soon became plain. Higher Authority thought that 
we ought to make a few parachute drops from time to time, 
just in case we had to do it for real in some flight emer- 
gency. Anyway, the Vimy arrived overhead one summer after- 
noon, and out of it jumped a Corporal who was the Parachute 
Instructor. He intended to make a dramatic arrival just 
outside our hangar door, but, owing to an unexpectedly 
strong wind, he landed in fact rather more dramatically on 
the roof of the next hangar downwind of us, whence he was 
rescued by our Firemen. During this excitement, the ''Old 
Sweats" in our Flight mysteriously disappeared, and accord- 
ingly, a dozen of us "young boys" were "volunteered! to test 
our parachutes two-by-two in the six Vimy flights planned 
that afternoon. What happened was that two of us bounced 
into the air in turn standing on these platforms, grasping 
firmly the strut behind us. Upon reaching about 2500 feet 
over the airfield, the pilot raised his hand, and one moved 
to the rear of the strut, still grasping it firmly. The 
pilot then dropped his hand, and you fulled the ripcord; 
the parachute opened, dragging your shivering body off the 
platform, so that you descended onto the center of the 
field. It was a pleasant and safe way of ensuring that 
everything worked, although the Irvin Safety Chutes then in 
use were quite small and thus the ground seemed to come up 
very quickly during the last 100 feet or so. The book said

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LET'S GET RID OF TELEPHONE R-F-I 


Before the breakup of the Bell System, one could 
call 'Ma" and a service/repairman would come in 
answer to your RFI complaint. First, he would in- 
stall the board withthe four metal-cased capaci- 
tors (Bell Part # 40BA) at the point where your 
phone line goes under the house. In addition, he 
would install a plastic box with inductors at the 
baseboard. This is slightly larger than the usual 
one that your phone plugs into. (Bell Part #1542- 
M). All of this was without charge...sorry to say 
that is all over. 


After much calling of 800 
that the baseboard inductor 
Annixter Bros., Skokie, IL, costs $40! This little 
jewell consists of only two toroid inductors. Bell 
quotes the specs as 3.5 millihenries each and a re- 
sistance of 15 ohms, max. I borrowed a GR imped- 
ance bridge and started winding toroid coils. The 
final result was 60 turns of #26 enamel wire on an 
Amidon core, FT 82-43 (90 cents each). This pro- 
duced four MH and a resistance of less than a ohm, 
Two of these were wound and taped together, One 
was hooked in series with each side of the line as 
it enters the terminal block inside the Model 500 
94 2500 Western Electric phone. There is ample 
pace in the phone for this, Instead of four fancy 
metal-cased 0.25 uFd capacitors, I used two 0.1 
uFd ceramic disc capacitors, with short leads. 


Not only is the BC QRM gone, but my 2-kW on 20 
meters is absent from the phone also. If you have 
one of the cheapier one-piece phones it will re- 
quire coils of higher inductance. For this type of 
phone I ended up with 115 turns of #28 wire on the 
same tyep of core. The inductance measured 16 MH 
and resistance is less than an ohm. The coils are 
too large to mount inside this type of phone, so 
some small, neat plastic box will have to be ab- 
tained for that job.

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“A QUARTER CENTURY IN SPACE” 


Do You Realize that the Radio Amateur Space Program is 
nearly a quarter century old? That's right! The first 
OSCAR (Orbital Satellite Carrying Amateur Radio) was launch- 
ed on December 12, 1961. We certainly have come a long way 
since that simple beginning almost a quarter century ago. 


THE RADIO AMATEUR SPACE PROGRAM 


What's all the excitement about? You hear people talking 
about their first contact, through AMSAT-OSCAR 19 and using 
such tems as ''fantas , "Really great!", "Love those DX 
yagchews!"", and later, a t have any HF gear, and wouldn't 
have emough room for a tri-bander any but in the last 
several months I’ve had some great QSOs with over 50 coun- 
tries!', and on and on and on! 


What's all the fuss about? Well, Amateur Radio has enter— 
ed a new generation. No longer are we totally dependent for 
world-wide commmications on the changing ionosphere. We 
now enjoy a communications capability superior to anything 
we have ever experienced -- even in the years of high solar 
activity, OSCAR 1@ certainly adds a new dimension to the 
world of Amateur Radio. Many hams marvel at the accomplish- 
ment, and all that it provides to the Amateur Radio World: 


--A New Amateur band comparable to 20 meters and yet, almost 
completely reliable and predictable for two-way communi- 
cations 


--A means of communicating over trans- and inter-continental 
distances for up to 10 hours per day using relatively low 
power (under 30 watts, usually) amateur stations and small 
antennae. 


--A highly effective means for transmitting Amateur bulle— 
tins, training material, and emergency messages to 
stations around the world. 


The following are some of the questions most conmonly ask- 
ed during the time after the successful launch of the AMSAT 
Phase IIIB Satellite (now called AMSAT-OSCAR 19, or simply 
40-19): 


WHAT IS AMSAT? The Radio Amateur Satellite Corpora- 
tion (AMSAT) is a non-profit, tax-exempt 50] (c)(3), Sci- 
entific corporation founded early in 1969. One of the 
main objectives of AMSAT is to provide satellites that can 
be used for Amateur Radio communications by suitably 
equipped stations throughout the world. 


HOW CAN I GET STARTED IN RADIO AMATEUR SATELLITE COMMUNI- 
CATIONS? The best way to get started is by joining 
AMSAT. Your dues not only provide you with information 
you need to get started, but they help support the Radio 
Amateur Space Program. 


WHO CAN BELONG TO AMSAT? AMSAT is a membership organ— 
ization open to all Radio Amateurs and interested non- 
amateurs. AMSAT encourages the participation of all in- 
terested individuals in its activities, and invites li- 
censed Amateur Radio operators of all countries to engage 
in communications through the AMSAT-OSCAR series of satel- 
lites. 
WHERE DOES AMSAT GET THE MONEY TO LAUNCH SATELLITES? 
AMSAT operating funds are derived largely from membership 
dues, donations from individuals and clubs, and grants 
from such organizations as the American Radio Relay League, 
Inc., the ARRL Foundation, the International Amateur Radio 
Union, and others. 


WHAT IS AMSAT PHASE IIL? The Phase III series of 
AMSAT satellites are long-life spacecraft intended for 
near synchronous or high-altitude orbits. AMSAT Phase III 
spacecraft offer significant operational advantages over 
the earlier OSCAR satellites (Phases I and I1)-by provid- 
ing improved coverage for hours at a time over transcon- 
tinental distances. 


WHAT IS AMSAT OSCAR 19? AMSAT-OSCAR 19 (AO-19) is the 


first satellite in the Phase III series to be placed in 
orbit. It exceeds all previous OSCARs combined in com 
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munications capability. 


WHAT KIND OF SIGNALS CAN I EXPECT TO HEAR WHEN I LISTEN TO 
THE SATELLITE? Generally, you will hear the same 
types of signals (with considerably less QRM!) that you 
hear on 20 meters, that is, upper side band (SSB), CW, 
RITY, SSIV, Packet Radio, etc. AM and FM are NOP permit 
ted on the satellite. 


WHAT KIND OF EQUIPMENT WILL I NEED TO WORK STATIONS 
‘THROUGH AO-19? Many Amateurs believe incorrectly that 
they will need high power, big antennas, and complicated 
tracking equipment. Not so! I have had many very enjoy 
able hours of DX communications via OSCAR 19 using a maxi- 
mum of 30 watts output. My "big" antenna consisted of a 
2-meter beam with a 12-foot boom (to hear the downlink 
signals from the satellite) and a 435 MHz beam with a six 
foot boom (to transmit up to the satellite), Both were 
mounted on the roof of our house using the same tripod 
which had previously held our TV antenna (we now have 
cable TV). When I'm not working the satellite, I find the 
same antennas handy to work the 2-meter and 440 MHz re- 
peaters. As to tracking, I've used two old TV rotators to 
move the antennas. One to move in the horizontal direc- 
tion and one (mounted on its side) to raise the antennas 
elevation. Once I've determined when the satellite will 
be in view of my QTH (more on this schedule in later ar- 
ticles) most of my tracking is done by ear, that is, I 
simply move the antennas around until the signals from the 
satellite are loudest. Now, that doesn't sound hard, does 
it? 
WHAT KIND OF RQUIPMENT IN THE SHACK WILL I NEED? Well 
that depends a great deal on what you have already, The 
chances are good you already have some of the equipment 
you would need. Also, you need to ask what types of VHF- 
UHF work interests you. Chances are also good, such as in 
my case, that you will want to do more than satellite work 
on VHF/UHF once you have the antennas on the roof, or 
whereever. We will discuss more in this area in later 
articles. For right now, the best thing you can do is 
join AMSAT and start becoming informed. When you send in 
your check for membership ($24 per year -- not bad for the 
highest "repeater" in the world, right?) include another 
$10 and ask AMSAT to send you a copy of the Satellite Ex- 


pe: \dbook -- it's everything you need to get _ 
to 4. 


WHAT ARE SOME OF THE STATIONS YOU'VE WORKED FROM THE BIRD? 
Well, here's a listing from a typical day right out of 
the pages of my logbook: Ron, WOPN; Walt, DL6EW; Eric, 
G3BHW; John ON4CIM; Arnold ZS6BMS; Paul. W8ZD; Marc, I4My; 
Wolf, DLGNBR; Heinz, DLICF; Vic G8XEI; and so on....! 
These were all very enjoyable ragchews that were virtually 
QRii-free! 


Does all this sound like fun? You bet it is! And, it 
doesn't have to be expensive or too complicated. Take it 
one step at a time, the same way Marco Polo went from Italy 
to Asia the first time (hi). Stay tuned to this article in 
future editions of QOWA NEWS. We'll help you through the 
steps, OT. 73 for now.

joX¢ COMPUTING 


“What does it take to get started in the computer 
world? How do you connect it to your station equipment?" 
I've been asked these questions many times on the air or in 
person. The magazine ads tell us how great their gear is, 
then confuse us with their variety of equipment and 
accessories. Magazine articles assume that we already have 
our feet wet, and are full of computerese. Not much help. 

To get any enjoyment out of a computer hobby, you must 
have a minimum set of components. The first item, the 
heart of your system, is the computer itself. It provides 
the "brain" and a small amount of temporary storage. It 
usually includes a keyboard so you can QSO the brain. 

Except for an occasional "beep" the computer talks to 
you only through your your eyes. It displays its messages 
on a screen. Your second item, then, is a TV set or a 
computer monitor (but not a color monitor!). 

Like a newborn baby, the brain in a computer is very 
empty. It is well equipped to do complicated work, but all 
information must be fed to it from the outside world, This 
information is called a "program." Factory programs, called 
"software", will ask you questions and tell the brain what 
you want it to do. You may also feed in your own simple 
programs through the keyboard. Your third item will be a 
few selected programs that catch your interest. 

All programs are stored temporarily inside the 
computer while they work for you, but there is no permanent 
storage inside the computer for them. All fed-in external 
programs and anything in temporary storage is lost when the 
computer is turned off. You'd have to feed in your complex 
programs by keyboard each time you wanted to use the 
computer. A very inefficient situation! 

Fortunately, programs can be stored permanently on 
magnetic tape, magnetic disks or inside an IC chip, So, 
your fourth item will be a permanent storage unit. This 
can be a cassette recorder or a disk drive, It will do two 
things for you. It will allow you to buy ready-made 
programs and feed them into the computer's temporary 
storage without lengthy keyboard operations. It will also 
allow you to store valuable information you have generated 
with these programs. 

For instance, if you have a log-keeping program, you 
will feed it into the computer's temporary storage. It 
will now help you enter all the information you want to put 
into your log. You can then store the entire log in your 
permanent storage so you can use it over and over. 4

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After you have created something on your screen it's 
nice to be able to put it on paper. The fifth item is a 
printer that converts the images on the screen into neat 
typewritten pages. There are many printers to choose from, 
but it should be compatible with the computer. 

Your computer system will be almost useless without 
the sixth item. That item is instruction! Depending on 
your technical skills, you will need some instruction on 
connecting all these items together. Then comes the 
confusing part. How do you approach this monster and make 


it do all the good things it's supposed to do? Sometimes 
just reading the manuals will get you started. There are 
many good books that go into greater detail. Computer 


clubs in most areas have friendly members to help you. If 
you're serious, there are classes at your local evening 
school or community college. 

A very low-budget starter is the popular VIC-20, which 
can be picked up at many discount stores at closeout 
prices. It connects directly to an inexpensive (new or 
used) TV set for adequate viewing. 

VIC-20 factory programs are stored on IC chipy housed 
in a little unit that plugs into the side of the computer. 
Your own programs can be stored on a cassette recorder, 
Many programs for ham radio are available for the VIC-20, 
and dozens of articles are written for it. 

Next time I'll try to describe the basic equipment 
you'll need to connect your computer to your ham radio 
equipment for sending and receiving RTTY and CW.

From time to time I am asked, "How come the 
Metro N. Y. Chapter does not have the designation 
of Chapter #1."
